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LICENSED DISTILLING IN THE HIGHLANDS. 
Excise Orrice, Edinburgh, 3d Fune 1785. 
¥ an At paffed in the prefent Seflion of Parliament, intitled, “ An 
Aé for repealing f9 much of an Act made in the laft Seflion of 
Parliament as relates to the diftillation of corn fpirits in imall ftills in 
certain counties or diftriéts in the Highlands, in that part of Great Brie 
taln called Scotland, and for authorizing the Commiflioners of Excife in 
Scotland, to grant licenfes to perfons living in the faid counties 
of diftriéts, to diftil fpirits from barley, bear, or big, the growth of the 
aid counties, and for impofing a duty on fuch licenfes,”—It is enacted, 
“* ‘That upon the rift of December 1785, or as foon as may be in the 
courfe of that month, and fo from year to year thereafter, it fhall and 
may be lawful for the Commiffiouers of his Majelty's Excife in Scot- 
land, or the major part of them, by licenfcs under their hands, to au- 
thorife perfons, qualified as after mentioned, within the feveral counties 
of Orkney, Gaithnefs, Sutherland, Rojs, Cromarty, Iavernefi, Argyle, Bute, 
Stirling, Clackmannan, Perth, Dumbarton, Aberdeen, Forfar, Kincardine, 
Banff, Nairn, and Elgin, (excepting thole parts of the counties of Dum- 
barton, Stirling, Clackmannan, and Perth, herein after defcribed) to ere¢t, 
keep, and work fills, the cubical contents of which thall not be leds 
than thirty, nor more than forty gallons of Englith meafure, including the 
head, and to diftil and draw off ipirits from the barley, bear, or big, of 
the growth of the faid counties, during the termof one year, and for no 
longer or fhorter fpace, from the date ot the commiffion or licenfe, and to 
ufe, fell, and difpofe of the fpirits fo diftilled, fabjeét to the reftritions 
and regulations, and on payment of @ compofition or licenfe-duty at the 
rate of Twenty Shillings Sterling for each Englifh gallon of the content 
of fuch ftill, for the {pace aforetaid, and that in place of the whole rates 
and duties impofed on the diftilling of corn spirits, and upon the malt or 
rain from which the fpirits are extracted. But the licenfed diftillers 
fhall not be allowed any drawback or deduction from the above duty, on 
account of their having bought from any entered maltfter any part of the 
malt to be ufed by them, for which the ordinary duties on imalt have been 
paid, or are due. 

And for the better afcertainining the perfons to whom fuch licenfes 
may be granted, the conditions under which they are to be obtained, and 
the powers of the “Commiffioners of Excife and others, with refpeét to 
the granting thereof, it is enacted, ‘hat within two months after paffing 
of this a¢t, the heritors of each parifh within which fuch licenfed ftills are 
to be permitted, or perfons duly authorifed to aét for them, fhall affem- 
ble in the parith church, previous notice of the day and hour and purpofe 
of fach meeting being given by advertifement, figned by the Colle¢tor of 
Excife ‘of the bounds, and one or more of the principal heritors of the 
parifh, or their factors, and affixed on the church doors for two Sundays 
preceding the day of meeting, and fhall proceed by a majority of the 
voices, not in point of number, but according’to the extent of their va- 
Jued rents, to make out a lift of the perfons within the parilh, to whom 
fach licenfes may moft properly be granted; which Jift the prefes or clerk 
of the megting hall forthwith tranimit to the Commiffioners of Excife at 

Edinbug a copy to the Colleétor of Excife within whofe bounds 
the patith Hés,’and the faid Commiffioners thall have power to limit the 
licenfes to be granted, in confequence of the faid lifts, to fuch number 
as they thall judge the particular circumiftances and population of each 

ith or county fhall require, not lefs than two for each parith, if fo ma- 
ny be demanded by the heritors; which being done, the faid Commiflion- 
exs thalk'return the faid lifts, fo approved of or reftri€ted, ‘tothe different 
Colleétors of Excife, with orders to give immediate notice thereof to the 


- perfons to whom»licenfes are-to be granted, and to require them to find 


fecurity asherein after mentioned. And in all fucceeding years the he- 
ritors fhall aflemble,. for the purpofe of making out the liits as aforefaid, 
‘Gn the firft or fecond week of May, at the parifh church, previous notice 
being given of the precife day and hour by advertifement on the two pre- 
ceding Sundays as aforefaid ; which lifts thall be tranfinitted to the Com- 
miflioners of Excife, as before direéted, who hall without delay give no- 
tice to the Colleétors of the bounds to what extent the lifts are approved 
of, and who are to be entitled to licenfes, on the 1ft of December fol- 
lowing, or as foon after as may be in the courfe of that month; and the 
Colleétors thall give the fame notice to the perfons who are to receive the 


“Heenfes. “And if from negleét no lifts are tranfmitted from the heritors 


of any parith, the Commiffioners fhall neverthefs give orders to the Col- 
lector of Excife of the bounds, to iffue licenfes for the enfuing year, to

"Miles of any diftillery regularly entered, provide fuct entered uiltilier has

the fappreffion of a fmall fill, and give fufficient fecurity, that the du- 
ty upon the diftillery carried on by him, thall amount to at leaft the 
yearly fum of Eight Hundred Pounds Sterling for two years to come, 
the diftance to be computed by the ufual public road, or ferry.—And that 
no perfon fhall be entitled to a licenfe, who fhall not, at the time of 


“his application, produce a recommendation from the heritor on whofe 


oy he lives, or his faétor, and a certificate of his being a perfon of 
good charaéter, and reputed in good circumftances, together with the 
narties of the perfons propofed to be given as fecurity for the payment 
of the duty upon his licenfe, and of the further fum of Fifty Pounds 
Sterling, to anfwer the penalties he may incur. 

It is fnrther enaéted, That when the perfons who are to obtain licenfes 
in any parifh are thus afcertained, they thall be obliged to find fecurity to 
the fatisfa€tion of the Collector of Excife of the bounds, that they thall 
take out their licenfes at the time, and in manner before directed, and 
make payment of one quarter of the faid licenfe-duty ut the time the 
licenfe fhall be delivered to them, and another quarter of the fame at the 
end of every three months after, till the whole Twenty Shillings is paid 
for the year’s licenfe ; andin cafe they fail to give fach fecurity, with at 
leaft one cautioner bound, the perfon {fo failing fhall not be entitled to 
the licenfe, but it thal be in the power of the Colleétor to grant a fimi- 
lar licenfe to any other perfon within the parith, who hall appear to him 
fufficient iy qualified, and is willing to pay and find fecurity as aforefaid, 


- always prefe ring thofe recommended by the heritors; and each licenfe fo 


tobe “iued fpecify the name, and place of refidence of the perfon 
who otainsit, the place where the ftill is to be erected, the fize of fuch 
fill, vogether with an acknowledgment of the licenfe-duty to the above 
exteat being paid, and fecurity found for the penalty. 

I: is further enafted, That when a licenfe fhall be taken out, and the 
duty paid, for a ftill of forty gallons, fuch duty thall be held to be a 
compofition for the duty on malt, to the extent of 250 bolls, Linlith- 
gow meafiwe, andno more, and for the duty on the {pirits manufaétu- 
red in fuch ftill to the extent of 1660 gallons Englifh, and no more; 
and when a licenfe fhall be taken out, and the duty paid, for any ftill 
of a leffer fize, the like proportion fhall be obferved both as to the quan- 
tity of malt and of fpirits, for which fich duty fhall be held a com- 
pofition ; and thatfor all malt ufed or made by fuch licenfed diftiller, and 
all fpirits manufactured from fuch ftills, over the faid quantities there 
fhall be paid the fame duties to which the entered maltfter and diftiller 
are liable. 

And, for the more effectually fecuring the payment of the above du- 
ties for all fpirits, which the owners of fuch ftills are able to manufaéture 
beyond the quantity, eorrefponding to the fize of the ftill, the officers of 
Excife fhall at all times have full liberty to enter and furvey the malt 
barns and diftilleries belonging to fuch licenfed diftiller, and to keep an 
exact account of the malt and fpirits mannufaétured therein, and to 
charge with the ufually duty, all malt made or ufed therein, exceedin 
250 bolls in a year, and all fpirits exceeding 1660 gallons annually te 
And no fpirits thall, after the 1ft December 1785, beallowed to pafs ya 
one place to another, within the counties or diftriéts aforefaid, to which 
counties or diftriéts the fale of the {pirits to be manufaétured in the fills 
to be licenfed under this aét, is hereby exprefSly reftri€ted, without being 
accompanied with a permit from, the proper officer, expreffing the quan- 
tity, and mentioning that the fame is the procuce of a licenfed {till;— 
that the owners of fuch licenfed ftills thall, in confideration of’ the annual 
compofition paid by them, be entitled to demand free permits in th 


courie of the year, for the quantity of fpirits before exprefled, but for n. 


° 


more; allowing them to pafs any where within the fatd counties or di- 
ftriéts ; and permits demanded for a greater quantity fhall only be obtain- 
ed on payment of the duties chargeable on the entered diftillers and 
rs. 

— further enaéted, That no {till fhall be licenfed in the coumties of 
Dumbarton, Stirling, Clackmannan, and Perth, to the caft or right hand of 
a line beginning at the Boat of Baloch, where Loch Lomond runs into the 
river Leven, and proceeding long the great military road from thence, 
by Bucklivie, to the town of Stirling; and from thence along the great 
road called Hillfoot Road, on the fouth fide of the Ochell Hills, tll it 
meets with the great road from Kinrofs to Perth, and along the fame till 
it comes to the Bridge of Sarn, and along the water of Earn till its 
junction with the river Tay, and along that river till it joins the German 
Ocean; and that no fpirits, the produce of fuch licenfed ftills, fhall be 
allowed to pafs, either with or without permit, into the fouthern parts 
of the kingdom, either by land acrofs the line above expreffed, or by wa- 
ter from the coafts or ports of any of the counties mentioned in the act; 
and all fpirits dittilled to the weft and north of the above line, the pro- 
duce of fudh licenfed ftills, or not produced by ftills entered as direéted 
by the laws of Excife, found paffing to or in other parts of the kingdom, 
either with or without permit, {hall be liable to feizure. 

It is alfo enaéted, ‘That every licenfed diltiller, having or ufing a larger 
(ill than he has obtained a licenfe and paid duty for, fhall be fubjeét to a 
further duty of Twa Pounds Sterling for each gallon fuch ftill fhall 
containover the quantity fpecificd in his licenfe ; and if fuch furplus 
exceed three gallons Englith, he {hall forfeit fach ftill, and all the utenfils 
thereto belonging, together with his licenfe, and be liable to a penalty of 
Twenty Pounds Sterling 5. and if he be convicted of having any other ftill 
than that for which he has obtained alicenfe, he thall forfeit his licenfe, 
and be fubjeét toa penalty of Fifty Pounds, and fuch unlicenfed {till 
thall be feized and forfeited; and every licenfed diftiller, who thall be 
conviéted of ufing grain, not the growth of the counties above mentioned, 
fhall forfeit Five Shillings per buthel for all fuch grain, and fhall forfeit 
his ftill and utenfils, and his licenfe. And no licenfed diftiller fhall fell 
or difpofe of any, malt under any pretence whatever, nor have in his 
cuftody any corn-fpirits, other than his own manufacture, unlefs the fame 
fhall have been purchafed’ from an entered or licenfed diftiller, and ac- 
companied with a regular permit ; on pain of forfeiting his licenfe and 
utenfils, and double the value of the faid malt and {pirits. And it is de- 
clared, that no fpirits fhall be removed from the place they are diftilled 
at, without a permit, on pain of being feized and forfeited. 

It is further enacted, That after the paffing of this act, no till fhall be 
made or offered to fale for home ufe, without having {tamped thercon, 
the makers name and refidence, with its cubical content, under a p nalty 
of Ten Pounds Sterling, on the maker or feller. And all (til!s made for 
the ufe of Chymifts, Druggefts, or Perfumers, hall be marked Chymift’s, 
Druggef’s, or Perfumers's $till ; avd no perfon fhall fell, ror home ute 
a ftill of the dimenfions permitted to be lifenced by this at, except to 
perfons who poftlefs licenfes, or on feeing a certificate from the Collector 
of the bounds, of their Jicenfe being ordered. And if any ftill thall be 
found on the 1ft of December next in the poffeflion of any perfon with- 
in the before-mentioned diftri€ts, not having the name and place of the 
maker, and its content in gallons expreffed upon it, or, if of dimenfions 
yot allowed by law for the diftillation of corn fpirits, not marked as a 
Druggeft’s, Clymift’s, or Perfumer’s ftill, fuch {till thall be liable to fei- 
zure, by any officer, who are hereby direéted to deftroy the fame. And 
the livenfed diftiller, on the expiration of his licenfe, unlefs the fame be 
renewed within cightdays aiter, fhall be obliged to depofit his ftitl with 
the officer of the diftri&t, or'dfpofe of it in his view and prefence, tu fome 
other perfon taking out a licenfe, or to the maker thereof; and in cafe 
of failure, or ufing the faid ftill during the faid eight days, he fhail be 
confidered as an illicit diftiller. 

Laftly, it is enuéted, ‘That the Commiffioners of Excife may withdraw 
the licenfes, or reftri€t their number, in all or any of the counties be- 
fore mentioned, dwting the courfe of any year, upon an application from 
the Commiffioners of Supply of fuch county, affembled at a meeting 
previoufly called for the purpofe by the Convener of the county ; certify- 
ing, as the ground of fuch application, that there are probable grounds 
for apprehending a fearcity of grain; and, in cafe the licenfes thall be 
withdrawn, the dittiller hall be entitled to a return or abatement ef a 
proportion ‘of the duty ; and if ‘a reftriétion only fhall be impofed, it hall 
be proportionably laid on all the parifhes of the county.” 

The Commiffioners of Excife give this public intimation of the fore-
